Having, tle day after my arrival at Saugor, de- 
tached Sappers and Minersunder Lientenant Pren- 
dergast, to daktroyyeas much as possible, the works. 
of Nowreowk ve miles from Saugor, 1 sent 
Captain Hate, with his Detachments of all arms 
ofthe Hyderabad Contingent, to take the little 
Fort of Sanoda, where the Rebels had stores of 
Supplies ; and directed him, at the same time, to 
render the ford of the River Beos precticable for 
the Siege Antillery for the operations against 
Garacola, 

On hearing of Captain Hare's appronch, the 
Rebels fled from Sanoda, which they Td B4G8 ree 
pairing, Ho found large supplies of Grain. He 
destroyed the front face, and restored a® good deal 
of plunder to the villagers, who complained bitterly 
that the Rebels had robbed them of everything, 
and inflicted the greatest crucftics on them, to 
force them to give up their property ; their naked- 
ness and the barbarous mutilations of the persons 
of several of them attested the truth of what they 
said, However, Captain Hate is of opinion, that 
such is the anarchy caused by rebellion in this part 
of the country, that many ofthe plundered villagers, 
reduced to rain, have become Plunders and Is 
themselves, 

Knowing the good effect, which rapid operations 
have on the Enemy, and the®value of the cool 
weather for the extensive operations which T had 
before me, I made the three marches, from Si 
to Garacota in two days, and encathped on th 
10th February, near the village of Bussareo, 
whieh is close ‘to Garacota: a Detachment of 3rd 
Botubay Light Cavalry, well conducted by Liento- 
nant Dick, having eit up a picket of 16 Rebels, 
which, Lhad information, was posted at a village 
two miles from Garacota, 

Garacota is strong in every way, It. is sitnated 
between two rivers, the “ Giddaree” and the 
“Sonar,” which may be said to act as ditches to it 
it issurrounded, escept on the Kast, by forest, jungie, 
and the towns of Garacota and Hirdannggur, its de 
fences are so strong, that in 1818, a British Force 
of 11,000 Men, with 28 Siege Guns wus unable to

cause it was close to the defences of the Fort, and 
formed part of Gpracota and Hardeennggur, which 
the Enemy held, ‘This mademe the more anxious to 
reach Lientenant Dickens and assist him. I there- 
fore pushed on the recounoissanee throngh Hardee 
‘angzer tothe Paunch Ghat, where Lieutenant Dick- 
ens had not arrived. The Enemy had marked the 
ranges, and fired pretty accnrately at the reeonnois- 
‘sance, but with no casualties, Skirmishers endea- 
voured to oppose my passage across the ford ; but, 
with the 8rd Europeans and Irregular Cavalry, T 
drove them back, took their entrenchments on the

As the recounoissance made the circuit of the 
Fort, 1 left Troops of all arins in_ position, invest- | 
ing the North-East, East, and South-East of the 
Fort; the Troops in Camp guarded the North and 
North-West, Having reckoned on the Rehle De- 
tachment for the Southern investment, that part 
remained blank, On my return to Camp, T gave 
orders to Capioin Hare to occupy, with his Detach- 
ment of all arms, tho Paunch Ghat, which was at 
some distance ; before he could arrive there, the 
Enemy had fled from the Fort by the Paunch Ghat 
and ‘other outlets not watched in that direction. 


However, I ought to add, that even if the Paunch

The sides of the 
ravines are more than usually ragged and irregu- 
r, and the ascent and descent among them is 
difficult, even to the inhabitants The Rebels 
feeling themselves socure in such a position, had 
issued out and plundered the villages which were 
loyal and peaceably disposed. 





3. On reaching Pinahut, it was cotisidered de- 
sirable that these Rebel villages should be destroy- 
ed. ‘There were no roads to them, and it was ne- 
cessary to move across the country, over ploughed 
and cultivated fields ; but Mr. Phillips, ‘the Ma- 
gistrate, haviug supplied me with 60 bildars to 
cut through any obstructions 1 might meet, we 
succeeded in reaching our present encampment. 
with comparatively little difficulty. Oa coming 
up to the first village Bugrenha, I observed 
siream of men bebind it, with cattle, moving 
deeper into the ravines, on which I ordered up 
100 Rankand File of Her Majesty's Sth (the King’s)

‘Sowars to the right, to attack it from that diroe- 
tionT was met by a flank fire from some Match- 
Tockmen in front of the ravines. ‘These were sup- 
ported by about a hundred Men in their rear, who 
had taken post at a Hindoo Temple, which it 
seemed they intended to defend, Waiting till 
the main body reached the opposite flank, I gal- 
loped into the village, which I now found evacua- 
tod, I then directed the Guns to be moved for- 
ward’ as far as the ravines admitted, and some 
shell to be thrown into the Temple. ‘This dispersed 
the Men who had assembled there, when I entered 
the ravines with another column. We first, came 
on the village of Khylee, which was deserted as 
we approached. In passing further into the ravines, 
tho column encountered but little opposition. We 
met occasionally with parties who had settled 
themselves in the recesses, where they evidentiy 
expected they would remain unmolested, as they 
had brought out their bedding, clothing, food, &e., 
with their women and children. 





5, The attack through these ravines was very 
laborious, on account of the necessity of keeping 
the top of the hills crowned by our Skirmishers, 
but it was of importance to make these Rebels feel 
that there are no positions which are inaccessible 
to the energy of British Troops. 

6. It is impossible to estimate the strength of 
the Enemy, as they never showed themselves toge- 
ther, but they must have lost about 160 killed, our 
‘own loss was one Jemadar, of the Police Battalion, 
killed, 

7. I cannot conclude this Despatch without. 
reporting the gallant conduct of Kasee Singh, a 
Sepoy of the late 72nd Regiment Native Infantry, 
who, ina hand to hand encounter with the Rebel 
Chief Kuroora Singh, showed a dextrous use of the 
bayonet and musketagainst the sword, He parried 
four successive cuts, and then dashed his bayo- 
“net into his opponent. I beg to recommend the 
gallant conduct of this man, to the favorable con- 
sideration of the Major-General for promotion to 
a Naick,

It is a large oblong, with 
numerous circular bastions all round it, pierced 
for Guns, and Joopholed for Musketry, and_ sur- 
rounded by a broad and deep ditch ; there is an 
inner Fort or Citadel, surrounded in like manner 
by a deep ditch, and with a high wall consider- 
ably elevated above the rest of the work, On the 
West and part of the South side, there was a large 
piece of water, which was partially dried up. 

On arriving before the North side, I sent for- 
ward some Infantry in extended order, to enable 
the pls to be reconnoitred, when a heavy fire of 
Musketry was immediately opened upon them, 
and an occasional Gun ; the Cavalry at the same 
time swept entirely round to the West side, to cut 
‘off all communication with the Fort. 


A tolerable view of the Fort having been ob- 
tained from the road which leads into it from the 
North, the heavy Guns were brouglit up ; the two 
18-Pounders were placed on it; the two 8-inch 
Mortars bebind a wood still further to the right.

J HAVE the honor to report to you, for 
the information of His Excellency the Cor 
mander-in-Chief, the operations of the 2nd Bri 
gade of the Central India Field Force, under my 
orders, since the capture of the Fort of Garrakota. 

A halt of four davs at Saugor was necessary for 
the repair of my Siege Guns; T therefore marched 
back to Saugor, in two days, leaving Major Boi- 
Jean, with the Suppers and Miners, at Garrakota, 
to demolish all he could of its defences, 

‘The Rebels had held a steep and thickly wooded 
hill, a few miles to the North of Garrakota, which 
gave them the command of the road to Dumoh ; 
after the fall of Garrakota they then abandoned it, 
leaving open the communications between Saugor 
and Dumoh. 

My Siege Artillery was ready in four days, on 
the 18th Instant. But want of supplies, caused by 
the devastation of the Saugor and the neighbour 
ing Districts by the Rebels, and other eireumstances, 
did not allow me to leave Saugor till the 27th 
Instant. 

This delay did away, very much, with the good 
effects of the speedy fall of Garrakota, The Rebels 
not seeing any further operations or movements 
to the front against them, regained courage, and 
occupied again in force, ie strong positions in the 
Shaghur and adjoining Distriets, each as the Forts 
of Serai and Marowra, and the difficult passes in 
the mountainous ridges which separate the Shae 
ghur and Saugor Districts 

‘These passes are three in nuraber, ‘The pass of 
Narut, and the Fort of Carelgurh near Malthone, 
of Mudinpore, and of I)hamooney. 

My object was to reach Jhansie, against which 
T was ordered to move, as quickly as I could ; but 
‘on my road there, T wished. to take “a my Ist 
Brigade, which I had marebed from Mhow and J 
Indore to Goonah, for the purpose, as previously 
stated, of clearing and opening the Grand Trun 
Road from Bombay tc Agra, in obedience to my 
instructions. 

T anticipated resistance to my advance on Jhan~ -

a PROCLAMATION. 


‘Tae Army of His Excellency the Commander- 
in-Chief is in possession of Lucknow, and the City 
lies at the mercy of the British Government, 
whose Authority it has for nine months rebel- 
liously dlefied and resisted. 

This resistance, begun by a mntinous soldiery, 
has found support frou the inhabitants of the City, 
and of the Province of Oude at large. Many 
who owed their prosperity to the British Govern. 
ment, as well as those who believed themselves 
aggrieved by it, have joined in this bad cause, 
and have ranged themselves with the Enemies of 
the State. 

‘They have been guilty ofa great crime, and 
have subjected themselves to a just retribution, 

The Capital of their Country is now once more 
in the hands of the British Troops, From this day 
it will be held by a Force which nothing can 
withstand, and the Authority of the Government 
will be carried into every corner of the Province. 

The time'then has come at which the Right 
Hon'ble the Governor General of Indin deems it 
right, to make known the mode, in which the 
British Government will deal with the Talookdars, 
Chiefs, and Landholders of Oude, and their 
followers, 

‘The first care of the Governor General will be 
to reward those, who have been stendfast in their 
allegiance ata time, when the Authority of the 
Government. was partially over-borne, and who 
have proved this by the support and assistance 
Vhich they have given to British Officers, 
hevefore the Right Hon'ble the Governor Ge- 
netal hereby declares that Drighyjeye Singh, Raja 
of Bulrampore, Koolwunt Singh, Raja of Pudnaha, 
Bao Hnedeo Baksh Singh, of Kutiaree, Kashoo 
Parshad, Talookdar of Sisssindee, Zubr Singh, 
nindar of Gopal Khair, aud Chundee Lal. 
nindar of Moraon (Baiswarah) are heneeforward 
le hereditary proprietors of the lands which 
they held when Oude came under British Rule, sub- 
jest only to such moderate assessinent as may be 
Imposed upon them ; and that these loyal Men will 
be further rewarded in such manner, and to such 
extent, as, upon consideration of their merits and 
tisir position, the Governor General, shall deter- 

ine, 

A proportionate measure of teward and honor, 
aceonting to their deserts, will be couferred - upon 
ethers in whose favor like claims may/be estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of the Government.

But as regards any furthor 

indulgence which may be extended to them, and

To those amongst them, who shall premptly 
come forward and give to the Chief Commissioner 
their supportiin the restoration of peace and order, 
this indulgence will be large, and the Governor 
General will be ready to view liberally the claims 
which they may thus acquire to a restitution of 
their former rights, 

As participation in the murder of Englishmen 
or English women will exclude those who are 
guilty of it from all mercy, so will those, who, 
have protected English lives, be specially entitled 
to consideration and leniency.

Tris the melancholy duty of the Right Hon'ble 
the Governor General, to announce the death of 
that most distinguished Officer, Captain Sir Wil- 
liam Peel, K. ©. B, late in Command of Her 
Majesty's Ship Shannon, and of the Naval Bri- 
gade in the North-Western Provinces, 

Sir William Peel died at Cawupore on the 27th 
Instant, of Small-pox. He had been wounded af 
the commencement of the last advance upon Luck- 
now, but had nearly recovered from the wound, 
and was on his way to Caleutta, when struck by 
the disease which has brought his honorable career 
to an early close. . 

Sir William Peel's services in the field during 
the last seven months are well known in India, 
and in England. Bat it is not so well kuown how 
great the value of his presence and example has 
been, wherever, during this eventful period, his 
duty has led him. 

The loss of his daring but’ thoughtful courage, 
joined with eminent abilities, is a very heavy one 
to his Country ; but it is not. more to be deplored 
than the loss of that influence, which his earnest 
character, admirable temper, and gentle ki 
benring exercised over all within his reach : an in- 
fluence, which was exerted uncoasingly for the 
public good, and of which, the Governor Gonoral 
believes that it may with truth be said that there 
is not a man of avy rank or profession, who, 
having been associated with Sir William Peel in 
these times of anxiety and danger, has not felt 
and acknowledged it. -
